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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, June 23, 1865, 

Everypopy has gone to the country, or the sea- 
shore, or the medicinal springs, and if I were not 
afraid you might think I had joined one of the 
innumerable strikes now all the fashion here, I, too, 
should have begged vacation, so great is the dearth 
of literary intelligence. The famous quarrel be- 
tween M. Emile de Girardin and M. Alex. Dumas, 
jr., is at anend. The licentious literature which is 
in great favor here is even more prolific than ever ; 
but the books are as dull as they are dirty, two 
good reasons for bolting ourdooronthem. M. Pon- 
sard has written a play, but title and subject are 
involved in obscurity in consequence of the con- 
flicting rumors current about beth. M. Sainte-Beuve 
has given us a new volume of his contributions to 
“Le Constitutionnel,” and in the appendix he 
sketches his secretaries, to forestall a newspaper 
which threatened to give their photographs. Ihave 
not taken an oath to forbear condensing it for these 
pages ; for it is a curious chapter of literary history. 
Our Literary Men’s Association is torn by civil war. 
I do not clearly understand the cause and object of 
the strife; but, as it is to be brought before our 
courts of justice, I hope light enough may be thrown 
upon them to enable us to ascertain the truth. I 
am happy to be able to say that, though ink and 
money have been shed, no blood has been drawn so 
far. 

M. Alex. Dumas’s lectures have been suspended 
by order of the government. He has addressed 
the following letter to the newspapers: “ Sir,as you 
announced in your impression of yesterday, ‘ L’Opin- 
ion Nationale’ was mistaken in saying that all 
lectures were interdicted. In the minister’s inter- 
diction mine only were forbidden, and M. Charles 
Robert, Secretary General of Public Instruction, 
when he took the pains to visit me on behalf of the 
minister, was good enough to assure me that this 
interdict did not extend to the Provinces, and that 
I might go to Cherbourg where I am expected for a 
charitable work. I have now to tell you the cause 
of this suspension, so that the blame which I have 
incurred may fall upon me with all the weight of 
public opinion. I said, in speaking of my friend 
Hugo, and in explaining the change which exists 
between his first poems and his national poems (I 
only referred to his “Ode to the Column”’), I said, 
in speaking of my friend Victor Hugo: ‘I continue 
to give my hand to them whose change of opinion 
leads to misfortune and exile; but 1 refuse it to 
them whose change of opinion leads to fortune and 
to honors.’ I confess 1 thought, when I uttered 
these words, that I was expressing a noble axiom 


ef morals, and not proclaiming a dangerous political | 


maxim. I made the same mistake when I com- 
posed the famous Girondin song: Mourir pour la 
patrie, which for the last fifteen years has prevented 
the performance of that play. It does look as if I 
would never reform. I lose, in consequence of this, 
my literary and social intelligence, five or six thou- 
sand francs a month; but the poor, to whom within 
a month I have given nearly 30,000f., lose even 
more than I do. Besides, if France is’ barred 
me, {ean go abroad.” While I have M. Dumas’s 
name under my pen, let me tell you a curious anec- 
dote which M. Jules Janin relates of that eccentric, 
restless man. ‘One night, when the poet brought 
out a drama in fourteen tableaux without giving a 
thought to the stage-boxes, the parquette, the pit, 
and the tiers, he looked around for the fireman, 
easily recognized by his brass helmet, and seeing 
the brilliant flashes of that covering he said to 
himself: ‘All is well!’ The helmet made its ap- 
pearance in every scene, and the delighted Dumas 
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took the curiosity of the fireman and the applause 
of the public to boot. All went well to the sixth 
tableau ; applause, praise, tears, and the fireman— 
nothing was wanting; but during the sixth tableau 
the firemfan scarcely made his appearance; there 
was not the least glimmer of a helmet, and con- 
sequently the bewildered poet ceased to listen to 
his drama; he disappeared before the end of the 
sixth tableau, nay, he refused to return to listen to 
the catastrophe, when fortunately he saw ina 
‘slip’ of the seventh tableau the helmet more 
attentive than ever. At this sight the author 
became serene and happy; he was sure his drama 
would be perfectly successful. It was as success- 
ful as he had predicted. Afterall was over, after the 
triumph, after the public had left the theatre, Alex- 
andre Dumas, discovering the modest fireman, his 
judge and his arbiter, seated on the very bank of 
verdure where the lover and the sweetheart had 
cooed, said: ‘Halloo! my dear fellow, were you of 
service inthe sixth tableau ?’ The fireman replied: 
‘I retired to the back of the slips ; the sixth tableau 
fatigued me.’ Alex. Dumas exclaimed: ‘I suspect- 
edas much!’ At this moment the prompter came 
out of his box with the seven acts under his arm. 
Dumas took the sixth act, and tore it into a thou- 
sand fragments. The actors screamed in tones of 
despair: ‘ What are you doing ?? Dumas said : ‘Don't 
you see? I am ridding you of the sixth tableau. 
It fatigued this excellent fireman.’ I am sure this 
is a skilful explanation of the successes of Alex- 
andre Dumas. He has confidence in the ingenuous 
auditor; he has trust in the fireman. Of a truth, 
if the fireman is fatigued, one may easily foresee 
that many other spectators will be fatigued. There- 
fore the fireman is the exact rule and the true judge 
of dramatic works. His helmet is a promise, his 
glance is a recompense. He is the law and the 
prophet of drama and comedy.” M. Janin might 
have added that Moliére was accustomed to submit 
his plays to the judgment of his housekeeper, and 
whatever she failed to applaud he struck out. Sir 
Walter Scott, in like manner, would appeal to the 
taste of his humble companions. 

While fam in the theatre let me describe the bear- 
ing of our authors on the first night of their pieces’ 
performance. The oldest author never overcomes 
his nervousness,on these occasions more than the 
great orator masters those emotions which make his 
body like an aspen leaf whenever he rises to ad- 
dress an assembly. M. Victor Hugo is the only 
author I know who is unmoved during these hours 
of travail. By the way, his kinsman, M. Paul 

| Foucher, has given an interesting account of the 
first (and last) performance of “ Le Roi s’amuse,” 
which is worth admission in these pages to which 
Allibone’s great-great-great-great grandson will 
turn when a nine times distant Childs shall pre- 
pare to put to press a 200th edition of the “ Dic- 
tionary of English and Foreign Literature.” The 
first act provoked only applause, despite some crude 
expressions in Triboulet’s part, which the will of 
Ligier forced onthe public. These lines, referring to 
poets— 

“Cinq ou six—c’est toute une écurie, 

C’est une académie—une menagérie’’— 
provoked the approbative hilarity of the noisy re- 
presentatives of the new school—the enthusiasts of 
Victor Hugo, Lamartine, and Alexandre Dumas 
in literature, and of Delacroix, L. Boulanger, and 
St. Evre in art. The famous line, so severely re- 
proached to the poet : “ Je m’en soucie autant qu’un 

poisson d’une pomme” was not spoken at length 
on the first performance. Ferrier, who was afraid 
of it, stopped at the word “poisson.” The storm 
, burst in the second act. Mlle. Dupont was there im 
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the meridian of life and in all the ¢c/at of opulent 
beauty ; wore the piquant costume of Maquelonne, 
the bandit’s sister ; she and several of her comrades 
were repeatedly obliged to recommence the dialogne 
which the anger of the audience suppressed. Ligier 
fought to the last moment with a conviction, a 
loyal energy equalled only by his talents. 
member that, kneeling on the bag in which he 
believed he had Francis I., he was obliged to 


repeat four times “ M’entends-tu ?’’ with a voice of | 


thunder which scarcely rose above the tumult of 
the audience. 
(or the author of the piece) to that seething sea, 
depression no more changed the poet’s countenance 
than passion had seemed to inflame it during the 
battle. His Olympian brow had met these furious 
waves with the rock’s resistance. 
fell he expressed thanks and encouragement to his 
actors, and when the frail Mlle. Anais Aubert—who 
was able to offer no more resistance to the storm than 
a straw could have done—expressed her state 
of prostration to him, the grand combatant qui- 
etly replied: “ You are alarmed by trifles. °*Twill 
be far different day after to-morrow.” 
the piece was interdicted. While M. Victor Hugo’s 
egregious vanity preserves him from nervousness, 
other authors, as I have said, have it to a painful 
degree. M. Octave Feuillet, who is so nervous he 
trembles as he crosses stone bridges, and dares not 
enter a railway train, cannot keep in places ; he goes 
from actor to actor, shaking both their hands, and 
saying: “Courage! courage!” M. Dumanoir listens 
attentively at first; then he begins to stamp his foot 
impatiently if the public is slow to manifest pleasure 


with the piece; he seems to say to the public: | 


“Why can’t you applaud!” M. Anicet Bourgeois 
makes the head of the applauders come to him 
between every act to go over the coming act with 
him, show him where the applause is to be given, 
and to stimulate his zeal. M. de St. Georges turns 
convulsively in his hands a bottle of salts, which 
he smells with nervous frenzy. M. Thiboust, 


always full of gayety and enthusiasm, hisses all | 


the actors and actresses and tries to give them confi- 
dence by saying : ‘“‘ It is going excellently well!” M.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 
Mr. Datpy, of the well-known firm of Bell & 
| Daldy, publishers, London, is now on a visit to this 
country. B. & D. have become the purchasers of 
Mr. H. G. Bohn’s valuable list of publications, 
| Pickering’s Aldine Poets, and other valuable works. 
It is reported that they paid Mr. Bohn nearly 
| $400,000 for his list of books. Mr. Daldy is an in- 
| telligent gentleman, and we trust his visit to the 
United States may be both pleasant and profitable. 

Victor Hvco.—This illustrious author is about 
publishing two volumes of his observations and 
contemplations on and in the Channel Islands, 
where he has resided for the last dozen years. 

Historicat Biuypers.—In the “St. James’s Maga- 
zine,” a London publication as the name implies, 
Dr. Octave Delepierre is producing a series of papers 
on historical misrepresentations. In one of these, 
he denies the story that the Emperor Charles V. 
passed through any funeral ceremony during his 
lifetime. He says: “His dependants, who have 
transmitted the smallest details of his life, would 
surely have been cognizant of these imputed eccen- 
tricities, and would doubtless have alluded to them ; 
| but, on the contrary, their testimony contradicts 
everything told by the monks; and their records 
differ materially in regard to dates. The Roman 
Catholic Church would never have sanctioned the 
prayers for the dead over a living body. A council 
held at Toulouse in 1327 forbids, under pain of ex- 
communication, that the funeral service should be 
performed over the living. No priest or monk 
would have ventured to join in such a service, or 
be a consenting party to it.” 

Axouixc.—The “London Atheneum” gives a 
complimentary notice of Thad. Norris’s “ American 
Angler’s Book,” but the critic himself makes a slip 
by speaking of “ Mr. Forrester’s ‘ Fish and Fishing,’ ”’ 
as if Frank Forester, instead of being the late H. 
W. Herbert's nom de plume, represented a real person. 

Mitt ann Comtre.—The opening article, in the last 
number of the “ Westminster Review,” was written 
by Mr. J. S. Mill, now M. P. for Westminster, and 
| treats of the works produced by M. Comte during 
the second half of his career. The critic deals 
severely with the philosopher. 

Batioon Lireratunr.— “Astra Castra; Experi- 
ments and Adventures in the Atmosphere,’’ by Hat- 
ton Turner, which lately appeared in London, is a his-

Washington 
to Van Buren,” by J. M. Ludlow. 

GortTHE.—The house at Frankfort, in which Goethe 
was born, has been undergoing the process of resto- 
ration, and already is nearly as it was in 1749, when 
the poet drew his first breath in it. 

Gerorce Sanp.—There seems to be no truth in 
the report that George Sand (Madame Dudevant) 
had received from Napoleon III. the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor. 

Inisu “ Nores anp Qurrtes.”—There has appeared 
in London, edited by Mr. John Power, the first 
number of a two penny weekly entitled “ The Irish 
Literary Inquirer ; or, Notes on Authors, Books, and 
Printing in Ireland, Biographical and Bibliographi- 
cal, Notices of Rare Books, Memoranda of Printing 
in Ireland, Biographical Notes of Irish Writers, &e.” 
If it seem strange that this Irish periodical should 
appear in London, be it remembered that the 
‘Dublin Review,” as well as the “ Edinburgh 
Review,” is printed and published in London. 

Miss Brappox.—This very industrious writer is 
about commencing a new novel, to be called “ The 
Lady’s Mile,” and to appear in the ‘St. James’s 
Magazine.” The title is derived from a small por- 
tion of “ The Ring” in Hyde Park, London, in which 
female equestrians are sometimes fond of displaying 
the paces of their steeds and their own skill in the 
menage, and which is known as “The Lady’s 
Mile.” 

Bispop CoLexso.—Although the judicial commit- 
tee of the Privy Council annulled the decision of 
the Bishop of Capetown, which was intended to 
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“unfrock” the Bishop of Natal, the arrears of his 
salary remain unpaid, the plea of the British 
Government being that if it was illegal to create 
colonial bishops it is illegal, also, to pay them, 
Dr. Colenso, however, is going back to resume his 
episcopal duties at Natal, and his friends collected 
$15,000 for his subsistence money, until the Gov- 
ernment pay its debt to him.

The foregoing title and imprint sufficiently indi- 
cate the quality of this edition of Shakspeare. The 
volume contains all the plays and poems and a very 
satisfactory glossary. It is a square duodecimo, 
printed from a clear-faced and beautiful type, on 
fine paper, rather thin it is true, but this is necessary 
in order to keep the book compact and handy in size. 
For a Shakspeare in a single volume this production 
cannot be easily surpassed. Wherever the text of 
the early editions is manifestly faulty, the editors 
of the Globe edition have snbstituted that emenda- 
tion which seemed most probable. In this respect 
it differs from the “Cambridge Shakspeare,” in 


which the original reading is left in the text and | 


the several emendations are set down in the foot- 
notes.

There is the same charm of 
style in these letters as in his more pretentious 
books. It is impossible to epitomize the themes. 
They are on,all sorts of subjects and upon all the 


quaint and queer thoughts that flitted through his | 


peculiar mind. At the end of the book there are 

nine exquisite little poems, mostly addressed to the 

natural objects and phenomena upon which Thoreau 
loved so well to gaze and dwell when he was with 
us in the flesh.
